Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1959. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  40  ■■ 
as  compared  with  374  for  1958.  The  resultant  birth  rate  of  21.1 
per  1,000  population  was  well  above  the  national  rate  of  16  5.  Th  I 
number  of  illegitimate  births  was  17,  an  increase  of  one  over  las  ;i 
year.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  was  42.18  per  1,000  live  births  : 
that  for  the  country  as  a  whole  51. 

The  number  of  Infant  Deaths  showed  an  increase  of  4  ove1 
the  previous  year.  This  was  rather  disappointing  as  it  was  hoped 
that  the  number  might  compare  more  favourably  with  that  fo 
1957  which  was  the  lowest  ever  in  the  District.  The  majority  of  thit 
deaths  were,  as  usual,  due  to  congenital  malformation. 

Deaths  during  the  year  numbered  170.  This  is  17  more  than 
in  1958  and  gives  a  death  rate  of  9.08  per  1,000  population.  In  the 
first  quarter  of  the  year,  3  males  and  2  females  all  of  whom  wen 
80  years  of  age  or  over,  died  from  broncho-pneumonia  as  a  resul  ; 
of  contracting  influenza  which  showed  a  marked  rise  in  incidence; 
during  that  period.  Total  accidents  numbered  5.  Three  of  these 
involved  motor  vehicles  and  the  remaining  two  occurred  in  the 
home.  Four  cases  of  suicide  were  reported  the  most  tragic  of  which 
was  the  unfortunate  father  who,  whilst  the  balance  of  his  mine 
was  upset,  administered  coal  gas  to  his  two  daughters  aged  8  and  : 
before  taking  his  own  life  in  the  same  manner. 

An  indication  that  tuberculosis  is  still  a  disease  which  wifi 
continue  to  demand  unceasing  efforts  on  the  part  of  ches  i 
physicians,  general  practitioners  and  public  health  authorities 
before  it  is  controlled  and  finally  eradicated,  is  given  by  th(l 
increase  in  notifications  of  the  pulmonary  type  from  5  in  1958  t( 
10  in  1959.  As  in  the  previous  year  the  majority  of  the  cases  were 
females. 

Development  within  the  Urban  District  went  steadily  ahead 
during  the  year,  although  no  new  programme  for  general  housing 
needs  was  initiated  on  account  of  the  severe  financial  restriction;; 
in  force,  the  building  of  houses  to  accommodate  those  dispossesses 
through  slum  clearance  was  continued  as  was  also  the  provision 
of  further  bungalows  for  the  older  folk.  Three  new  private  housing 
estates  were  commenced  early  in  the  year  and  at  the  time  o 
writing  most,  if  not  all  of  those  houses  already  built  have  beei 
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occupied.  This  expansion  necessitates  a  great  amount  of  extra 
work  for  the  Council  and  its  various  departments.  Water  supplies 
have  to  be  seen  to  ;  means  of  sewage  and  refuse  disposal,  just  to 
mention  a  few  of  the  necessary  amenities,  have  to  be  provided. 

Under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892  negotiations  with 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  resulted  in  loan 
sanction  for  the  making  up  of  some  of  the  unmade  roads  which 
have  for  such  a  long  time  been  a  source  of  annoyance  to  those 
using  them.  A  number  of  these  roads  have  now  been  completed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned. 

The  Council  continued  to  pursue  its  progressive  policy  of  en¬ 
suring  an  adequate  and  sufficient  degree  of  street  lighting  through 
out  the  District.  Particular  attention  was  paid  tc  those  areas  w  hich 
might  be  classed  as  “accident  areas”  as  well  as  to  the  inadequately 
lit  parts  of  the  district  used  by  those  on  night  shift  work. 

As  already  mentioned,  as  a  result  of  the  increasing  population 
concern  was  expressed  as  to  whether  the  existing  sewage  disposal 
works  could  cope  with  the  increased  in-flow.  On  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  Surveyor  it  was  decided  to  acquire  land  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  new  sludge  drying  beds  ‘‘which  not  only  would  deal 
satisfactorily  with  the  sludge  formed  by  the  increased  effluent  but 
w’ould  also  have  the  advantage  of  removing  one  of  the  major 
sources  of  smell  emanating  from  the  w^orks.”  Bearing  in  mind  the 
date  on  which  the  original  sewage  disposal  works  was  constructed 
the  area  then  drained  it  wras  agreed  that  it  would  be  necessary  for 
the  tank  and  filter  capacity  to  be  increased  in  the  not  too  distant 
future. 

Two  new  Bye-laws,  one  relating  to  the  control  of  dogs  on  the 
highways  and  the  other  concerning  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by 
dogs  wrere  approved  by  the  County  Council  and  became  operative 
within  the  Urban  District,  during  the  year.  The  former  law'  was 
introduced  primarily,  in  the  interests  of  accident  prevention,  while 
the  latter,  as  its  title  implies,  was  implemented  because  of  the 
increasing  nuisance  resulting  from  lack  of  training  and  inefficient 
supervision  by  some  of  the  dog  owners. 

Cases  of  wanton  destruction  to  Council  p roperty  continued  to 
be  reported  throughout  the  year.  Public  conveniences  wrere  the 
main  targets.  The  fact  that  these  acts  of  vandalism  are  not  con¬ 
fined  to  this  district  but  appear  to  be  prevalent  throughout  the 
•country  is  little  consolation  to  our  ratepayers.  As  most  of  the 
•damage  is  caused  during  the  hours  of  darkness  it  is  very  difficult 
(indeed  to  catch  those  responsible  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  if  andwhen 
isome  of  these  hooligans  are  caught  in  the  act  that  the  penalty 
(imposed  will  be  of  sufficient  severity  to  discourage  the  continuance 
lof  this  anti  social  behaviour. 


Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  most  especially  with  regard 
to  the  priority  re-housing  of  those  in  need  through  ill-health  ano 
in  overcrowded  accommodation.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  clerical  staff  both  for  their  work  in  the  office  and  foi 
their  invaluable  help  at  the  evening  Poliomyelitis  sessions  and  tc 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments! 
who  through  their  continued  efforts  have  endeavoured  to  maintain* 
the  highest  possible  standards  in  the  sphere  of  environmental! 
hygiene.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting,  in  conjunction  with  that  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  my  report  on  the  work  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  during  the  year.  The  report  is  on  similar  lines 
to  those  of  previous  years  and  to  a  large  extent  summarises  the 
monthly  reports  to  the  Committees  dealing  with  environmental 
hvgiene,  food  hygiene  and  public  hygiene.  The  bare  statistics 
have,  wherever  possible,  been  augmented  by  appropriate  explan¬ 
ations  and  observations. 

In  the  field  of  housing  the  Standard  Grant  scheme  introduced 
by  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  I9fi9,  is  welcomed,  not 
because  its  purpose  is  to  alleviate  the  shortage  of,  or  prevent  the 
decay  of  houses  but  because  the  principal  object  of  the  Act  is 
to  provide  a  standard  of  comfort  and  convenience  that  should  be 
enjoyed  by  all.  I  have  no  doubt  that  all  houses  without  standard 
amenities  will  eventually  be  classed  as  unfit  and  that  legislation 
will  be  introduced  empowering  local  authorities  to  enforce  the 
provision  of  standard  amenities. 

The  work  of  the  refuse  collector  is  probably  the  hardest  of  any 
form  of  employment  in  this  modern  age,  heavy  lifting  often  under 
revolting  conditions  is  his  daily  lot,  that  he  carries  out  his  work 
cheerfully  and  that  very  few  complaints  are  received  is  a  tribute 
to  the  efficiency  of  our  workmen. 

I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  and  efficiency 
of  your  Public  Health  Department  staff,  the  help  and  advice  given 
by  Dr.  CiitoII  and  the  co-operation  of  other  officials  of  the  Council. 

I  am  also  indebted  to  the  Chairmen  of  the  Committees  and 
all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and 
support  throughout  the  year

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.) 
No.  2/  1957  issued  by  the  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a 
guide  to  members  on  the  meaning  of  the  terms  “crude”  birth  and 
death  rate  and  “corrected”  (adjusted)  birth  and  death  rate. 

“To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951 
census  population.” 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1959  was  Births  0.98  and  Deaths  1.42. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified!  during  the 
year  was  141  which  is  a  decrease  of  248  compared  with  the  year 

1958.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were  Measles  which  mostly  affected 
children  under  6  years  of  age. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Seventeen  of  the  thirty  cases  reported  occurred  in  the  East 
Ward,  whilst  the  North  and  West  Wards  had  six  and  seven  cases 
respectively.  Although  the  tendency  now,  as  regards  this  illness,  is 
towards  home  nursing  nine  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  where 
they  made  satisfactory  progress 

Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year.  Vaccination  sessions 
were  held  at  convenient  times  at  the  Clinics  and  General  Prac¬ 
titioners  Surgeries  and  arrangements  were  made  for  sessions  at  the 
collieries  and  other  industrial  establishments  in  the  district  to 
cater  for  those  born  between  the  years  1933 — 42.  As  a  result  over 
2,000  were  given  their  first  two  injections  while  2,331  children  and 
expectant  mothers  received  their  final  dose.  Altogether  seme  6,000 
injections  for  Poliomyelitis  were  given  throughout  the  year. 

Dysentery. 

The  outbreak  of  Dysentery  which  began  in  the  East  Ward  in 
December,  1958,  gradually  petered  out  towards  the  end  of  January 

1959.  About  40  KNOWN  cases  were  investigated  and  the  causative 
organism  was  found  to  be  Shigella  sonnei.  Pre-school  children, 
school  children  and  a  number  of  adults  (Parents)  were  affected.  To 
control  the  spread  of  infection  strict  hygienic  supervision  by  the 
teaching  staff  at  school  was  maintained.  This  was  made  rather 
difficult  by  the  fact  that  the  sanitary  and  ablution  facilities  at  the 
school  are,  to  say  the  least,  very  outdated.  The  investigation  and 
follow  up  of  cases  entailed  a  great  amount  of  work  on  the  part  of 
the  Health  Department  and  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service.  To  these  and  to  the  teachers  and  parents  of  the  children 
I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  for  the  help  and  co-operation. 

T  uberculosis. 

Ten  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  two  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  for  the  first  time.  This  figure  is  exactly 
double  the  number  for  1958.  The  ages  of  the  females,  who  were 
mostly  housewives,  ranged  from  19  to  43  years.  The  only  death 
registered  as  due  to  Pulmonar}7,  Tuberculosis  was  that  of  a  young 
man  of  25  years  of  age  who  had  suffered  from  this  complaint  for 
a  considerable  number  of  years.

The  daily  domestic  consumption  of  water  per  head  shows  a 
slight  reduction  on  the  1958  figure  which  was  the  highest  ever 
recorded.  Compared  with  1949  the  daily  increase  per  head  is  7.06 
gallons  and  compared  with  1929  the  increase  is  10.4  gallons.  The 
average  daily  consumption  of  water  per  head  must  continue  to 
rise  as  more  and  more  houses  are  provided  with  modern  standards 
of  comfort  and  convenience.

There  are  only  6  dwellings  in  the  district  without  public 
supply,  and  these  have  piped  spring  water  (fcur  supplied  by 
hydraulic  ram,  one  supplied  by  gravitation  and  one  supplied 
by  mechanical  pump)  samples  taken  periodically  show  these 
supplies  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  purity. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL— MANSFIELD  WOODHOUSE. 

No  extensions  or  improvements  wrere  made  to  the  works 
during  the  year.  Two  samples  of  effluent  taken  during  the  year 
were  unsatisfactory  by  reason  of  suspended  solids  being  too 
high. 

The  number  of  Properties  drained  into  the  Mansfield 
Corporation  works,  under  agreement,  was  536  on  December 
31^t,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year. 

FOREST  TOWN. 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal 
works  situated  in  the  Rural  Didtridt  of  Southwell  area.  The 
number  of  properties  connected  thereto  was  1,541  on  Decem¬ 
ber,  an  increase  of  6. 

PLEASLEY  VALE. 

A  small  sewTage  purification  works  has  been  cor^trudted 
by  a  private  company  owning  a  large  fadtory  and  dwellings  in 
this  area,  at  present  the  plant  is  only  dealing  with  sewage  from 
the  factory  premises.

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The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  and  refuse  is  carried 
out  under  the  control  of  your  Health  Department  using  one 
16-18  cubic  yard  capacity  vehicle  and  one  25  cubic  yard 
capacity  vehicle  for  the  two  main  collection  rounds.  These  two 
vehicles  are  of  the  fore  and  aft  tipper  type  manufactured  by 
Messrs.  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Ltd.,  and  large  capacity  trailers 
are  used  in  connection  with  these  vehicles  for  the  collection 
of  salvage.  For  collection  of  refuse  etc.,  from  farms  and  outly¬ 
ing  premises  not  reached  by  made-up  roads  a  7  cubic  yard  side 
loader  vehicle  which  was  purchased  in  January,  1954  is  used. 

Disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  on  rented  land 
which  will  ultimately  be  used  for  agriculture,  negotiations  are 
at  present  in  progress  for  the  purchase  of  a  further  tipping 
site.  It  has  again  been  necessary  for  the  Council  to  institute 
proceedings  againCt  persons  contravening  Section  76  of  the 
Public  Health  ACt,  1936,  by  sorting  over  and  disturbing  tipped 
refuse.  During  1959  three  offenders  were  found  guilty  and  each 
fined  £l  and  ordered  to  pay  advocates  fees  totalling  £7-7-0. 

Salvage  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  service 
and  the  income  derived  from  this  source  reduced  the  Depart¬ 
ment's  coCts  by  £1,901.

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Rodent  Control — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Council  continued  to  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control 
service  in  the  District.  This  service  is  free  to  occupiers  of  residen¬ 
tial  property  whilst  a  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and 
materials  is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises  and  agricultural 
property. 

It  has  always  been  customary  during  previous  years  to  make 
reference  in  this  section  of  the  Report  to  the  principle  provisions 
of  the  above  Act  and  in  particular  to  draw  the  attention  of  owners 
and  occupiers  of  premises  to  the  fact  that  they  are  under  legal 
obligation  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  in  writing  whenever  they 
have  reason  to  believe  that  there  are  rats  or  mice  on  or  around 
their  property  in  substantial  numbers.  It  is  little  known  however 
that  the  Act  does  not  relieve  the  general  public  of  their  duty  as 
citizens,  to  do  all  they  can  to  kill  rats  and  mice  and  it  does  give 
the  Local  Authority  power  if  they  so  wish  to  require  occupiers  of 
premises  to  personally  apply  particular  methods  of  treatment. 
Perhaps  if  this  provision  was  more  generally  known  it  would  result 
in  greater  appreciation  of  the  rodent  control  service  provided  by 
Local  Authorities. 

Once  again  as  in  previous  years  pamphlets  have  been  freely 
available  to  members  of  the  general  public  drawing  attention  to 
their  responsibilities  under  the  Act  and  to  the  service  operated  by 
the  Council.  During  the  course  of  any  treatment  every  advantage 
is  taken  of  apparent  interest  by  the  respective  ocuupier  to  explain 
the  theory  behind  the  operation  and  to  answer  any  queries  that 
may  be  raised. 

We  have  in  previous  Reports  made  reference  to  the  fact  that 
the  rat  is  our  greatest  four-footed  pest  and  have  laid  emphasis  on 
it  being  th©  cause  of  great  damage  to  food  supplies  and  buildings. 
It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  apart  from  this  aspect  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  the  rat  is  a  definite  carrier  of  disease  certainly  being  known 
to  be  capable  of  spreading  Plague,  Weil’s  Disease,  Rat-Bite  Fever, 
Trichinosis,  Dysentery  and  even  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  and 
particularly  Salmonella  Food  Poisoning.  Each  individual  rat  is  a 
potential  killer  and  should  be  regarded  as  such  !

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The  sewers  serving  this  District  continued  to  b©  comparatively 
free  from  serious  infestation. 

A  ten  per  cent,  test  bait  of  the  five  sewerage  systems  serving 
the  Urban  District  was  carried  out  (the  fifth  being  exempt  from 
treatment)  as  follows  : — 

(1)  Forest  Town  System  with  outfall  to  the  Southwell 
Rural  District  Council's  works  at  Edwdnstowe. 

(2)  Mansfield  Woodhouse  main  system  with  outfall  to  the 
Council’s  own  works. 

(3)  The  Northern  Outfall  Dual  System. 

(4)  The  Northern  Outfall  Extension. 

Both  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Main  System  and  the  Northern 
Outfall  Duel  System  and  Extension  were  shown  to  be  completely 
free  from  infestation. 

Five  ‘takes’  were  recorded  during  the  test  bait  of  the 
Forest  Town  System  and  a  subsequent  treatment  was  carried  out 
using  2  per  cent.  Antu  with  sausage  rusk. 

As  in  previous  years  appreciation  of  the  help  and  guidance 
extended  to  the  Department  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fish¬ 
eries  and  Food  through  their  Area  Pests  Officer  must  be  recorded.

It  will  be  observed  from  the  above  figures  that  the  help  of  the 
Department  was  enlisted  to  advise  and  in  some  cases  to  combat 
insect  infestations  at  some  76  premises  within  the  district.  Once 
again  infestations  of  the  common  black  ant  were  resposible  for 
over  a  third  of  the  requests,  fortunately  this  insect  while  having  a 
high  ‘  annoyance  value”  is  not  known  to  be  a  carrier  of  disease. 
The  two  species  of  mosquitoes  which  were  prevalent  last  year  were 
not  in  evidence  and  a  survey  of  the  known  breeding  grounds  did 
not  reveal  any  larvae 

In  spite  of  the  exceptionally  dry,  hot  summer  with  its  ideal 
breeding  conditions  no  significant  increase  was  noted  in  infestations 
of  insects  which  are  normally  expected  to  thrive  under  snch  con¬ 
ditions  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  high  standard  of  en¬ 
vironmental  hygiene  at  present  prevailing  in  the  country  as  a  whole 
together  with  the  development  of  new  insecticides,  particularly 
the  “Aerosol”  which  is  clean  to  use,  efficient  and  'always  handy, 
have  all  contributed  to  a  great  diminution  of  vermin  and  insect 
pest  infestations. 

Regular  and  frequent  treatments  have  been  undertaken 
throughout  the  year  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  sewage  works 
to  combat  any  possible  nuisance  from  flies  and  crickets.  It  must 
be  appreciated  that  such  establishments  which  deal  with  the 
waste  products  of  a  community,  however  efficient  they  may  be, 
cannot,  at  all  times,  be  so  conducted  that  there  is  no  possibility 
of  insect  life  migrating  therefrom  to  built-up  areas  in  the  vicinity. 


CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

The  question  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  was  considered  by  the 
Council  and  having  regard  to  the  large  percentage  of  the  male 
population  being  employed  in  the  mining  industry  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  difficulty  arising  from  the  miner‘s  wage  structure  including 
an  allowance  of  coal  and  for  which  there  was  no  alternative  fuel 
available,  the  Council  were  unable  to  regard  the  establishment  of 
a  Smoke  Control  Area  as  a  practical  proposition  at  the  present  time. 

The  Council  did  make  a  Building  Byelaw  under  Section  61  of 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1933,  and  Section  24  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1958,  requiring  theprovision  in  new  buildings  of  such  appliances 
for  heating  and  cooking  as  are  suitably  designed  for  burning 
Smokeless  Fuels. 

The  use  of  slack  and  coal  dust  in  furnaces  providing  heating 
for  domestic  greenhouses  still  causes  concern  and  in  all  cases 
investigated  occupiers  were  advised  to  use  smokeless  fuels. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936  MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

The  following  applications  were  dealt  with  : — 

2  licences  granted  for  a  period  of  twelve  months. 

Planning  approval  was  also  given  to  the  establishment  of  a 
caravan  site  in  the  district  but  no  development  took  place  during 
the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  above  two  unlicensed  caravans  were  re¬ 
moved  from  a  site  in  the  district  before  the  expiration  of  the  statu¬ 
tory  period  which  if  exceeded  rendered  the  site  ow  ner  liable  to 
prosecuion. 

Once  again  there  was  only  an  occasional  itinerent  van  dweller 
within  the  district  and  no  nuisance  was  observed  from  his  occupa¬ 
tion  of  a  roadside  site. 

SCHOOLS  AND  PUBLIC  BUILDINGS. . 

No  modernisation  of  the  sanitary  accommodation  at  the  four 
“old”  schools  was  carried  out.  These  schools  are  mainly  used  by 
the  younger  children  and  until  they  are  provided  with  sanitary 
accommodation,  under  cover  and  a  part  of  the  school  building 
instead  of  across  the  playground  and  where  hand  washing  facilities 
including  hot  water,  soap  and  hand  driers  are  immediately  avail¬ 
able  we  cannot  expect  the  children  to  observe  the  basic  rule  of 
personal  hygience  which  they  are  taught  both  at  home  and  at 
school. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

One  factory  in  the  district  carries  on  the  trades  of  gut  scraper 
fat  and  tallow  melter  and  extractor. 

The  nature  of  the  animal  wastes  processed  at  these  premises 
makes  it  difficult  to  deal  with  them  inoccuously  at  all  times  but 
the  Council’s  Byelaws  have  been  fully  complied  with  and  the 
management  have  endeavoured  to  minimise  the  emission  of 
offensive  odours. 
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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  the  following  licences  were 
issued  : 

12  Licences  authorising  the  slaughter  or  stunning  of  all  food 
animals. 

2  licences  authorising  the  slaughter  or  stunning  of  all  food 
animals  under  supervision. 

1  Licence  authorising  the  slaughter  cr  stunning  of  pigs  only. 

1  licence  authorising  the  slaughter  or  stunning  of  pigs  and 
sheep  only  under  supervision. 

Licences  do  not  authorise  the  slaughter  of  horses  and  specify 
that  a  mechanically  operated  captive  bolt  slaughtering  instrument 
or  electrolethaler  be  used.

Your  Department  has  endeavoured  to  carry  out  constant 
routine  inspections  throughout  the  year  of  all  food  premises  within 
the  area  of  the  Authority. 

Several  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 
were  observed  and  in  the  majority  of  these  cases  the  cause  of 
complaint  were  rectified  at  the  time  of  the  inspection.  It  was 
found  necessarv  however,  to  serve  16  informal  notices  on  the 
occupiers  of  food  premises  and  in  each  case  the  contraventions 
detailed  therein  were  remedied  without  the  necessity  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  having  to  resort  to  more  formal  action.

This  interpretation  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  suggestion  that  owing  to  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  sample. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4.

WATER  ICES. 

This  term  covers  frozen  confections  mainly  consisting  of  water 
with  the  adiition  of  fruit  juice,  sweetening,  colouring  and  flavour¬ 
ing,  which  are  sold  under  a  variety  of  trade  names.  Since  water  is 
the  main  ingredient  for  most  of  these  they  are  now  subject  to  a 
bacteriological  examination  similar  to  that  applied  to  the  public 
water  supply  and  are  expected  to  attain  the  same  high  standard 
of  bacterial  purity. 

During  the  year  14  samples  of  water-ice  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham  and  the  following  table 
gives  the  results  of  the  tests  applied  to  them.
